MICROPHONES IN A 
CATHEDRAL. 


———.. 
(By “J. 8.5.”) 
Ho” many people haye ever thought 
about what happens to al! the sound 
which is generated at a concert! It repre- 
sents energy; fot we see the performers 
working hard to produce the notes, and 
we know that they feel tired alter it; yet 
where does all this energy go? From 
general considerations of energy we know 
that when it disappears in one form it 
appears in another. Heat disappears in 
a steam engine, and mechanical energy 
takes its place. So we ought to look for 
an appearance of energy in another form 
when sound energy disappears. 
Unfortunately, the problem cannot be 
attacked in this simple way; for a loud 
sound involves the expenditure of 
relatively little energy. In fact, all the 
energy generated by an orchestra playing 
a two-hour concert would not, if converted 
“into heat, be sufficient to make a cup of 
tea for the conductor. Thus there is no use 
in going about with a thermometer looking 
for the energy. Yet all this sound ener 
is transformed into heat, and ultimately 
goes to warm up the walls of the room; 
but it does so in a peculiar way, and the 
discovery of this transformation process 
has been one of the most valuable vontri- 
butions, from the practical point of 
view, which science has made in recent 
years. 
There is a very close analogy between 
sound waves and water waves, which is 
very useful in this connection. When a 
sound is made in a room, waves of sound 
are generated and spread out towards the 
walls, just as the water waves generated 
by throwing a stone into a pond spread 
out towards the banks. When the water 
waves reach the shore they ave reflected. 
and now appear to spread from a point on 
the bank. In the same way the sound 
waves, on striking the walls of the room, 
are reflected ; but, in addition to suffering 
a change in direction, they change in 
intensity. Some of the sound, a 
percentage of it which depends on the 
wall, is absorbed, and the rest is reflected 
The reflected waves now strike another 
wall, where a percentage is absorbed and 
the rest reflected. This process continues 
until the sound is so much diminished in 
‘intensity that we cannot hear it. Sound, 
once generated in a room, does not end 
abruptly, but dies away. Anyone. may test 
this by going into a large, empty hall 


and clapping his hands. The sound wil! 
persist for some time, gradually dying 
away. 


THE TIME INTERVAL. 


The time taken for a sound to soften 
tu the point at which we cease to hear it | 
is a very important characteristic of a 
room. If this time is too long—say, five 
seconds—the ear will hear simultaneously 
a number of sounds which ought to be 
heard in succession; hence it will be 
impossible to hear anything distinctly in 
such a room. If, on the other hand, this 
time interval is too short—say, a quarter 
of a second—speech and music sound very 
flat and dull. It often happens that a 
gramaphone sounds lifeless in a room 
which contains an undue proportion of 
rugs, carpets, cushions, etc., and whose 
walls are covered with some sound- 
absorbing material. Between the two 
limits—a quarter of a second and five 
seconds—the time interval must lie if we 
are to get a satisfying and at the same 
time a distinct rendering of the speech or 
music. Men of science and musicians 
have agreed that from one to one-and-a- 
half seconds is the best time interval to 
have for general purposes. 

The duration of sound in a room 
clearly depends on the size aud material 
out of which the room is constructed, and 
on its contents. If you clap your hands 
in a large, crowded hall, you will hardly 
notice any duration of sound, owing to 
the additional absorbing material 
introduced by the people and their 
clothes. Some means must be found for 
determining beforehand what this time 
interval, or reverberation period—as it is 
called—will be in a room: and, if it is 
too big or too small, it must be corrected. 
The man of ecience, on being consulted 
about the acoustic properties of a room, 
first makes a model] of the plan of it in 
wood, and puts it in a “ripple tank '— 
t.e-, a tank having a glass bottom and 
holding water to a depth of about one inch. 
Ripples are started in the model, and 
the history of these ripples is studied by 
the shadows which they cast on a screen 
placed underneath. | 


ABSORBING MATERIALS. 


Sometimes it is found in this way that 
some of the reflected waves cause much 
vcnifusion in some parts of the room, and 
little in others. The reflecting surface 
is found in the model, and the 
corresponding place in the room is treated 
go that a large percentage of the sound 
falling on it is absorbed, while very little 
is reflected. Sometimes the desien of the 
Iocm must be changed to cut out 
undesirable reflections, and the various 
modifications which suggest’ the:mselyes 
can be tried out on the small scale before 
the final shape of the room is decided. 
A vertical section of the room is similariy 
treated. The ripple tank is not the most 
accurate way of carrying out this investiga- 
tion, but more exact methods are based 
on the same principle. 

ilaving got the aod ‘of the room right, 
the man of science now turns to the 
reverberation period in it. It has heen 
found, as the result of uw lJonv series of 
experiments carricd out by the late 
Professor Salfine, ok Marvard. that it can 
he calculated from the dimensions of the 
room aml the acoustic properties of the 
material out of which it is constructed 
W hen these are known it is simply a 
question of taking the various materials 
in the scorrect quantities to make the 
reverberation period of any stated 
amount; The usual materials which were 
used to absorl) sound in a room were of 
the felt type, but, as this may interfere 
with the architecture, various other 
materials of the plaster or tile lype were 
developed, and are being used nowadays 
io a great extent. 


A COMPARISON. 


It is interesting to compare this method 
of handling the problem with the old 
fashioned one of stretching wires here and 
there through the room. Our cathedrals 
and churches are notoriously bad 
buildings for carrying sound, 
attempts to cure some by means of wires 
—in some cases as much as two miles of 
wire have been used—have proved failures. 


They have, however, succumbed to treat- | 


ment by this scientific process, and the 
success has been so vreat that it is now 
becoming natural for an architect to 
consult a specialist in this work, when 
designing any building in which speech 
or music will be used to any great extent. 
It sometimes happens that a building 
for sounds to be heard from one 
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Passing throug! Portmarnock the other 
day on my way to the Velvet Strand and 
the coast walk to Malahide, I was struck 
by the number of people busy with wood 
and corrugated iron, a mushroom 
colony for summer campers. The refresh- 
ment needs of visitors seem to be catered 
for in new buildings, as well as in the 
older cottages. It is a pity that the 
general effect is marred by litter, parti- 
cularly for one approaching from the 
Baldoyle side. The ruined house by the 
‘stream side could, perhaps, evoke some- 
thing of sentiment, but not enough to 
allay the sense of dreariness called up by 
old iron, kettles, saucepans, basins, pails 
which next assault the eye. One does not 
keep the dustbin by the front door: why, 
then, put a rubbish heap on the threshold 
of natural beauty? Perhaps, it is for a 
cynical comment upon the habits of 
visitors themselves. Nevertheless, an 
example of tidiness might not prove value-

The Hull-Belfast Air Line. 


Considerable interest is being displayed 
in the North of England. I am told, in 
the proposals for the establishment of a 
daily air service between Belfast and 
Liverpool, Manchester, leeds and Hull, 
and it is considered certain that the pro- 
moting company, Northern Air Lines, 
Limited, will go on with the project unless 
insuperable difficulties are encountered. 
Commercial aviation in the North of 
England is still almost a minus quantity, 
and there is as yet no regular service 
between London and the North. Thus-a 
passenger from Lancashire or Yorkshire 
wishing to take advantage of the facilities 
provided for flight from London to the 
Continent must first travel by train or 
motor over 200 miles to London. 

The promoters of the Belfast-Hull 
scheme have their plans already well 
advanced, and they state that if the service 
is brought into operation triple-engined 
Fokker machines will be used. They have 
suggested’ that the Hull Chamber of 


Commerce should build an aerodrome and 


vent it to the company, and also equip 
a directional wireless station. 

If successful, the Hull-Belfast scheme 
would quickly be followed by extensions, 
and a proposal has been made for an 
air line from London to the North through 
Leeds to Edinbureh. Thus the Trish line 
and the Londen line v o's cross at Leeds, 
which city would be «n important air 
junction. 


Garlic.

The success enjoyed by the Civic 
Guards’ boxing club shows the fighting 
traditions behind these Irishmen. Mr.

Some Stories. 


Mr. Corri has many stories to tel] of 
Irish boxers, one of them about an 
Irishman who received a terrible hiding 
in the ring. In the eighteenth round he 
was knocked down, and as the referee was 
counting him out—‘‘ One—Two—Three 
Four ’’—he suddenly looked up and said : 
““You can count up to a hundred. I 
won't get up!” Another story concerned 
Private Joe Farnan, who on one occasion 
was boxing Tom Stokes, of Mexborough, 
for a purse ot £25, a heated argument 
taking place before the fight as to how 
the money should be divided.

"Bus Nuisances. 


I have received more than one eom- 
plaint lately from owner drivers of cars 
in relation to the manner in which ’ buses 
pull up without any warning to drop or 
pick up passengers. The hapless motorist 
driving behind a ’bus suddenly finds that, 
without any warning or signal whatever, 
the ‘bus suddenly pulls up and stops dead 
in the middle of the road. Immediately 
brakes must be applied with many. doleful 
and damaging grindings, and the driver is 
lucky if he does not hit the back of the 
"bus. Where collisions froin this cause 
have occurred it is invariably the private 
ear which has come off second best. 

I understand that new traffic regula- 
tions for the Free State are about to be 
made by the police, and here is a pointer 
or two for the Chief Commissioner. All 
"buses should be made to carry red rear 
‘Stop’’ signals, working from the 
brakes, such as are fitted to most makes 
of cars. The pulling up in the centre of 
the roadway and at corners and cross- 
roads should be strictly forbidden. It 
also is time that all classes of vehicles, 
especially that dreaded bugbear -of the 
motorist, the slow-driven farmer's cart 
with somnolent driver, should be com- 
pelled tg carry red reflector discs at the 
rear. These suggestions, if put into force, 
would prevent many hundreds of acci- 
dents and make motoring by day and by 
hight safe and more: pleasant.

If you take a car and drive about eight 
miles south-west of Kilkee you will come 
to the village port of Carrigaholt, as neat, 
charming and inviolate’ a spot as could 
be wis for. The railway never reached 
it; its creek runs into the Atlantic, 
in summer time a sapphire sea breaking 
in white splinters of light; there is an 
inn, where anglers foregather, which 
takes its name from the Burton family 
whose mansion and _ wall-surrounded 
shrub-rich grounds still decorate the 
locality, though the owner lives from 
home. You can. if you will, have a little 
trust, board a corach, which looks like a 
large water beetle crawling upon the 
waves, and be rowed across the Shannon 
mouth to Ballybunion or out to the lobster 
pots. If you are lucky there may be 
corach races, incredibly swift. A morn- 
ing of exhilaration may be spent hunting 
the rocks for mussels and cockles, and the 
early evening passed eating them in a 
milk soup to restore you. You may crack 
with fishermen about old days when ships 
under sail bore up to Scattery Roads, or 
stand in the pilot’s eyrie and watch the 
occasional tramp steam in. At nightfall 
somewhere fiddle or melodeon will set 
your feet adance. Shawl and red petti- 
coat still make old age quaint; but the 
cailin who dances and outdances you 
through the setts will show as comely a 
silk-stockinged foot as any in Dublin, 
and as glowing cheeks ; and the soft warm 
speech of the West will fall from her red 
‘* dilutherin ”' lips. 


May Xeteors. 


Though the days are lengthening 
rapidly, and the increasing twilight, 
which becomes continuous throughout the 
night in the latter part of May, is not 


there is a great increase in meteoric 
activity about the middle of the month. 
One of the most remarkable meteor dis- 
plays occur this morning, but the 
principal “maximum of that shower 
takes place abont 530 am. and 
will not be visible on this side of the 
Atlantic. There is another important 
meteor shower on the evening and night 
of May 15, the principal maximum of 
which becomes due about 2.30 a.m. on 
May 16. Moonlight. will not obstruct 
observation on these nights. There is a 
good deal of meteoric activity also on the 
nights of the 17th and 18th, and likewise 
on that of the 24th. The chief maxima 
on these dates occur between 10.30 and 
midnight, but on the afternoon of the 
18th there is a large maximum also 
shortly after two o'clock.

Wireless Pictures in Dublin.

In case readers may 
think that facsimile telegraphy is a new 
thing, T can assure them that as far back 
as 1841 Bains’ chemical telegraph was 
discussed in scientific circles. Numerous 
other scientists have contributed their 
quota to the now popular systems in 
operation both on the Continent and in

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BRITISH FILMS. 
THE MOVING FASHION 
PLATE.

QDERN dress fashion has assumed a 
powerful influence upon the film 
business, and it is becoming more and 
more obvious to the intelligent cinema- 
goer that British film producers are not 
paying sufficient attention to this . 
ticular subject. The few British films 
which have been well-dressed—such as 
the recently-shown ‘‘ Piccadilly ’’—stand 
out from a mass of mediocre productions, 
because due attention has been paid to 
a factor which goes as far as any other 
to the making of a successful picture. 

Seventy-five per cent. of British film 
audiences are females. It is obvious, 
therefore, that the dress angle is one of 
considerable interest and importance. It 
is also just as obvious that a ly-dressed 
British film does not merely indicate de- 
fective production and financial judgment, 
but is a gross libel on well-dressed 
aen. gus women, whe wear their clothes 
with an air of quiet distinction that is 
unsurpassed by the women of any other 
country. 

Every thinking and observant person 
knows that the Americans pay the 
ee attention to the dressing of their 

Ims. They realise the paramount im- 
portance and box-office value of the 
‘fashion ' angle. In America film stars 
are given special camera tests for every 
dress which they are to wear. Dresses 
are all specially designed for the par- 
ticular actress who is to we”. them. Her 
colouring, poise and pcisonality are all 
taken into account and moulded into the 
basic idea of creating dresses to express 
the character which she is to portray. In 
addition to this, the dresses are also de- 
signed with a view to providing pleasure 
to the eyes of those who visit the cinema. 

America makes the screen an advance 
fashion plate. Millions of women, while 
enjoying the story of a well-dressed film, 
receive invaluable ideas and impressions 
in regard to clothes and how they should 
be worn to produce the best effect. 


STYLE IN RAGS. 


These views are supported by Mr. 
Herbert Wilcox, the well-known British 
film producer, who recently said: ‘‘ You 
can nearly always distinguish the English 
film by the poorness of the women’s 
dresses. The trouble is that no woman 
member of the audience thinks that a 
film is good, however excellent the plot 
or the acting, unless the dresses are first- 
class.” 

This is obviously true, and is borne out 
by the statement of Mr. H. M. K. Smith, 
of ‘‘ Famous Players Laskvy,” one of the 
biggest American film organisations. 
“ We have learned by bitter experience 
that, if the girl in the story is rich and 
living in luxury, it will not do for our 
actress to be dressed in cheap fabrics, 
even if they photograph richly,” said Mr. 
Smith. ‘ she must be gowned in real 
silks and satins. Fake stuffs will not do. 
She is conscious then that she is wearing 
coarse things, and it reacts unfavourably 
upon her acting and her bearing. We 
have learned further that, for the sake 
of making the star feel her best. and for 
the sake of the eve of the public. which 
demands attractive things on the screen, 
even the dresses of the poor, down-trodden 
girl in the story, however ragged, or out 
of fashion, must be attractively made. 
You will notice that the stars always 
look well in them anyway. Now that 
point is no accident—far from it! Tiie 
star’s type and figure have been studied 
just as carefully for the milkmaid’s 
clothes as for those of the princess, which 
she wears later on in the film.”’ 


THE APPEAL OF COSTUME. 


It is essential, the: .ore, for the success 
of British films that directors should 
stress the dress angle. English actresses 
can wear the “ right’’ clothes as well as 
any foreigners, and, beyond the actual 
impression which the sight of beautiful 
gowns make upon the critical eye of tlie 
audience, there is the effect on the tem- 

rament of the actress. It is a tonic for 
re actually to know. and feel that she 
is looking beautiful and well-gowned, and 
this cannot fail to react on her perform- 
ance before the eye of the camena. 

A great deal of thought and experi- 
mental work are necessary in order to 
secure the effect sought after. The money 
which this entails would be more than 
well spent; for without absolutely first- 
class ai modern films stand a poor 
chance of making box-fhce successes. I 
have seen more than one indifferent film 
saved by the quality of its dress-appeal, 
which has so delighted the audience that 
it has forgotten the poorness of the story. 

It is essential, therefore, that the de- 
signer of film dresses should be an artist 
possessed of an instinct for creating the 
type of gowns that will express every 
definite phase of mind, and, at the same 
time, enhance the personality of the 
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wearer,

“ QUALITY STREET '' AT THE 
GRAFTON CINEMA. ans 


“Quality Street, Sir J. M. Barrie's de 
lightful novel, has lent itself easily to film 
treatment, and the opportunity should not be 
lost to see the work presented at the Grafton 
Cinema this week. Period plays always have 
a charm all their own, and in this film-play, 
which deals with the days of the Napoleonic 
wars, the creation of atmosphere has heen 
excellently carried out. 

The story itself is simple and refreshing. 
A young girl falls in love with a young 
doctor, but when he is on the verge of de- 
claring his love the news of the threatened 
invasion of England b¢ the French Army 
sends him to join the Colours. He goes to 
France. and returns after an absence of some 
vears, to find his heroine much changed in 
appearance, Her changed looks are only a 
matter of dress, however, and she is still 
the beauty of bye-gone days. To teach the 
doctor a lesson she resorts to a school-girl 
trick, and the tale ends as it should. 

As seen on the screen, the entertainment is 
excellent. but one misses the Barrie dialogue.

Comedy is introduced in several amusing 
scenes in which the gossips create mischief. 

Marion Davies. so successful in period plavs.

LIGHT ON THIRTEENTH 
CENTURY IRELAND. 

At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy, 
held at the Academy House, Dawson street, 
Dublin, yesterday, Professor FE. Curtis read 
a paper on “ Sheriffs’ Compotus Rolls of 
TYweskard. County Waterford, and the 
Honour of Dungarvan, 1261-3,’ based on a 
document in the British Museum never before 
published. 

He commented upon the points of imterest 
in these accounts, such as personal and place 
names and the relations of the Irish to the 
English Crown, and so ‘on. The three 
places mentioned were then in the hands of 
Lord Edward. eldest son of Henry IIl., who 
had been given the lordship of Ireland. In 
the Dungarvan accounts there was a refer- 
ence to an Irish clan of the O’Flannagars, 
who still retained land in County Waterford. 
In the Tweskard portion references. were 
made to Hugh Boy O'Neill, who was then 
King of Tyrone. 

Professor Curtis also mentioned that 
Scandinavian colonies still survived at that 
Waterford, and that in the 
vear 1290 four hundred le of this race 
still dwelt in the City of Waterford, which 
had been founded by their ancestors.

Is there a coal “' ring ” in Ireland? The 
allegation that there is a ‘‘ring”’ to main- 
tain prices is made in the following letter 
from a correspoudent, and denied in a state- 
ment by a Dublin coal merchant, which is 
also given below —_— 

The correspondent writes:—‘‘ The recent 
activities of English, Scotch and Welsh coal- 
owners and their agents, acting in conjunc- 
tion with a group of Trish coa! nn. tab 6 
seem to have been completely overlooked 
those in this country to whose interest it is 
that no further additions be made to the 
already prohibitive price of coal. 

“Tt is a matter of common knowled 
that for a considerable time the pits of Great 
Britain have not been rum on what exactly 
could be termed an economic basis, but it is 
the mtention of our ‘ disinterested ’ friends 
across the water to make up for this by the 
creation of a little ‘ring’ in this country 
by whose assistance they hope to secure a 

ices they ask for coal ex to Lreland. 

The Irish importers, needless to state, are 
not — this just for the love of the colliery 
owners, but rather to bring increased profits 
to themselves by limiting the sale of coal to 
what they call ‘The Irish Coal Importers’ 
Association.” They will be assisted in this 
hy the colliery owners, who, we understand, 
have, in conjunction with the Irish buyers, 
formed a co-ordination scheme, the represen- 
tatives on which will divide this country 
into districts with the avowed objectives of 
(a) raising or lowering prices of coal either 
cenerally or in regard to one or more dis- 
ivricts; (b) joint action with regard to coal- 
owners or importers acting in a manner pre- 
judicial to the objects contemplated by the 
Association. 

“It will be noted that when exporters and 
buyers are in the contemplated ‘ring’ the 
element of competition will be done away 
with, as the home Association here can 
bring the necessary pressure to 
upon the British exporters 
supplies from any recalcitrant retailer 
in Ireland who does not see eye to eye with 
the Irish importers’ ' ring. In a nutshell, 
the collieries have been dropping a little in 


their usual profits, and, of course, a number 


of importers- having large interests in the 
Free State, Northern Ireland, England and 
Scotland must rush to their assistance, while 
of course the smail importers in the twenty- 
six counties must necessarily follow suit. 

“The matter mentioned in this ontline of 
the present activities of coal dealers should 

be given the immediate attention of the 
elected representatives of the people. The 
cost of living Is sufficiently high) in the 
Saorstat, without having it added to t enrich 
a comparatively few in the State who as 
matters stand are making very good profits 
on the fuel they import.’ 

IMPORTER’'S REPLY. 

When an Jrish Times representative drew 
the attention of a prominent Dublin coal 
merchant to the foregoing letter he denied 
that there was a coal’ ring” in Ireland. He 
stated, however, that there has been, and is, 
un attempt to co-ordinate the collieries of 
Great Britain with a view to raising their 
prices to an economic level. 

For a number of years past—since 1923, in 
fact—heavy losses have been suffered by 
English collieries. During the past year. 
over the whole of Great Britain, on al] the 
coal raised there was an average loss af 


10;d. per ton, and the colliery owners are | 


trying by co-ordination to raise prices to a 
level that will obviate these losses. In the 
Midlands of England, for instance, a scheme 
has been inaugurated whereby collieries pay 
into a pool from all coal sold Jocally, and out 
of this pool they give a contribution to the 
colheries exporting coal to the Continent, so 
that those collieres can compete fur foreign 
business and not glut the home market with 
their coal, 

(nioriunately, our representative was in- 
formed, ireland has noi been treated as 4 
loreigi country, wich the result that coals 
coming to reland are not subsidised. On the 
other hand, if is not expected that there wil, 
be a great, if any, increase of prices to Ire- 
land, as the losses referred to are not on the 
large house coals which are usually imported 
into this country, but on the slack and smal; 
steam coals, which are used in the industrial] 
districts of England by utility societies, etc. 

SHANNON COMPETITION. : 

Our vrepreseniative was further informec 
that Irish coal merchants could not be parties 
to putting up the price of coal. To do so 
would be absolutely against their own in- 
terests, because when coal is dear people 
economise and the consumption decreases. 

Another factor which should tend to keep 
coal prices down to a moderate level is the 
completion of the Shannon scheme. This 
country depends almost entirely on outside 
supplies for her cual, and when the Shannon 
scheme is in full working order thirty per 
cent. of the ‘coal used in Ireland will be 
needed no Jonger, This will be a tremendous 
asset to the country as a whole, and should 
at least have the effect of preventing coal 
prices from. rising.

E ARREST. 

Sergeant Byrne stated that on Sunday 

morning he met the accused at Clonskeag* 


driving in a motor car, and informed her 
he had a warrant for her arrest, signed by 
Mr. G. P, Cussen, District Justice, and 


issued on the llth May. He told her to 
get into the car that he was driving, and he 
took her to the Bridewell. When the charge 
was read over to her she said: “Il made a 
speech containing some of that, but not all of 
it. Jt is not my exact words.” 

The accused refused to sign any statement, 

INSPECTOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Inspector McGloin stated that on the 5th 
inst. he was on duty at Cathedral street from 
12.30 p.m. onwards. A meeting was being 
held there, and the defendant was in the 
centre of a crowd, standing on a piece of 
waste ground in the ruins of a building. He 
heard her make a speech, part of which he 
heard clearly. He heard the accused — 

“The Jurors’ Protection Bill is not being 
got up for the protection of jurymen. It is 
a British coercion bill, set up for the purpore 
of indefinitely imprisoning the political op- 
ponents of the Free State Government, under 
which people can be arrested and sent to 
prison without trial. Up to reading it I had 
an open mind as to who shot White and 
Armstrong, but since I read it I have no 
doubt that they were shot by the secre’ 
detectives of the Free State Government. My 
son has been in prison since last January, 
and he has not been tried yet.” 

In reply to Mr. Lynn, the witness stated 
that the speech was delivered between 
20 minutes and ten minutes to one o'clock. 

ere were two speakers who followed 
Madame McBride—Mrs. Despard and Eamonn 
Gilmor. The witness left the spot and went 
to Fitzgibbon street a little after two o'clock, 
where he wrote down what he had heard the 
accused say. 

RAIDS ON WARRANTS. 

Detective-Sergeant P. J. Kirwan stated 
that he attended the meeting at Cathedral 
street, and heard the defendant make a 
speech while surrounded by a large number 
o AC After explaining various clauses 
of the Juries Bill she continued: “I fad an 
open mind about the shooting of White and 
Armstrong up to the time of reading it (the 
Juries Bill) but since I have read it I have 
no doubt that they were shot by the secret 
detectives of the Free State Government.”’ 

In croas-examination, witness stated that in 
all raids made he acted on warrant 

Mr. Lynn—Did you have any orders from 
the Free State Government !—TI had a signed 
warrant, and I was acting on the instructions 
of my superior officers. d 

Mr, Lynn put a question to the witness 
regarding the arrest of young men without 
a warrant, but Mr. Bewley objected to the 
question on the grounds that it was 
irrelevant. 

The Justice asked Mr. Lynn to explain 
the object of his question, and Mr. Lynn 
said that, if the charge sheet were passed 
over to him, he would underline the part 
of the charge that he considered that his 
question dealt with. 

The sheet was then passed to Mr. Lynn, 
and afterwards to the Justice, who read the 
underlined passage as follows:—‘‘ And that 
they were shot by secret detectives of the 
Free State Government.”’ 

Mr. Lynn—You have gone and read it out 
when I thought it to be a private matter. 

Later the Justice admitted Mr. Lynn's 
question, and the witness replied that he had 
no authority for carrying out arrests except 
that of his superior officers. 

in reply te iurther questions by Mr. Lynn, 
the witness stated that he did not write 
down the defendant’s statement until he 
arrived back at his station some time later. 
A COMPLAINT BY THE DEFENDANT. 

Sergeant 14C stated that he was on duty 
at Cathedral street on the 5th inst. at about 
12.30. Madame McBride, who addressed the 
gathering, had a document in her hand 
which she said was the new Jurors Bill, and 
witness heard her say that the bill was not 
got up for the protection of jurymen. 

Mr. Lynn—Did you know that she com- 
plained to Inspector McGloin about the con- 
duct of the plain-clothes men at the meeting ?

Mr. Alíred Canavan, Irish agent oí the 
United States Lines of Steamships, delivered 
an interesting address to the Dublin Rota 
Club in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday, his 
subject being conditions in the United States 
pon, the work of attracting tourists to Ire- 

nd, 

Mr. Canavan said that he had returned 
recently from a trip in the United States, in 
the course af which he visited almost every 
important town from the Atlantic Coast, to 
the Pacific.. One of the things that impressed 
him was the great progress made in trans- 

, in which the motor 'bus had taken a 
eading part. The railways and the airplane 
were well to the front, and ample provision 
was made for the comfort of travellers by 
long distances, such as from New York to 
Los Angeles, a trip which formerly oceupied 


thing like forty hours. The railways are 

competing very successfully with the ‘buses, 

aud passengers were provided, not only with 
ood sleeping accommodation, but with baths, 
irdressing facilities, etc. 

Although there was considerable unemploy- 
ment in some areas, the general tone of the 
country was one of sound financial prosperity, 
and in almost all districts labour conditions 
were excellent, and the man who tried to 
preach discontent with conditions would have 
to fic out quickly, 

is principal work in the States was in- 
vestigating traffic conditions and the possi- 
bilities of travel. He found that these had 
developed tremend usly, and that the whole 
trend of things was to en-cu1age people to 
come to a particular -w#cation centre, 
During his visit he was the guest of six 
or seven Rotary Clubs, and he realised what 
a fine thing it was to be a Rotarian At 
the Los Angeles Club the average number 
of visitors at their weekly meetings was two 
hundred. 

ADVERTISING IRELAND. 

Another fact that struck him forcibly was 
the necessity for propaganda on behalf of 
Ireland in the United States. There were 

ople over there who thought that they 
om a great deal about Ireland; but, in 
fact, there was a great deal of ignorance 
about the real Ireland, and what was being 
done in Ireland to-day. There was, he said, 
urgent need of the dissemination of im- 

artial knowledge of Ireland without political 
ias. (Hear, hear.) 

The Tourist Association had done a great 
deal in that direction. He had visited many 
tourist agencies in the United States, and 
almost without exception one found Ireland 
included in conducted tours. Five years ago 
that was non-existent, and that it was now 
to the front was due to the Irish Tourist 
Association. The one thing that ought to 
be attendéd to in Ireland was that tourists 
should be guaranteed good accommodation 
at hotels at reasonable tariffs, and on lines 
-which would redound to the credit of the 
country. 


It was decided to invite the annual con- 


ference of Rotary International (British 
Isles) to Dublin next year. It was stated 
by Mr. Charles McGloughlin that 2,400 


Rotarians attended the annua! conference at 
Bournemouth recently, and that he had no 
doubt Dublin would give a like number a 
fitting reception.

WORK AT THE FREE 
STATE PORTS. 


- 


At a general meeting oí the Veterinary 
Medical Association of Ireland, held in the 
Veterinary College, Dublin, on Thursday 
last, Mr. Dolan, M.R.C.V.S8.,~ presiding, it 
was decided to appoint a deputation to wait 
on the Minister of Agriculture with regard 
to remuneration of members of the Associa- 
tion for their services. 


THE PROFESSION. 

Mr. James Doyle, M.R.C.V.S., in a paper 
dealing with «the subject, ' Present day 
aspects of the Veterinary Profession,’’ said 
that in holding the health of the live stock 
in their hands they protected the lives of the 
citizens, the welfare of the farmer, and the 
wealth of the State. 

The scale of pay of veterinary surgeovs in 
the Free State Veterinary Service is much 
less than that received by their colleagues 
who are now employed im Northern [reland, 
and still less than that received in England 
or the Colonies. The officers in the Northern 
lreland Veterinary Service are allowed more 
leave, and their whole service counts for 
pension. He only mentioned, he said, a few 
of the many differences between the condi- 
tions of service in the- Free State and in 
Northern Ireland—ithe Comparison in every 
case being to the disadvantage of the Free 
State service. 


WORK AT THE PORTS. 
One of the many activities of the veterinary 
surgeons engaged by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture is that of portal inspection, which 
comprises the examination of every animal 
intended for export, supervising feeding and 
shipment, which necessitates long, arduous 
and highly responsible work at the several 
ports during all weathers—work rarely ceases 
until 8 o'clock im the evening, including 
Saturdays. Some idea of the magnitude and 
importance of this work may be estimated 
from the number and value of animals ex- 


ported—roughly, about 2,000,000 animals, 
valved for about £29.000,000 
The extraordinarily favourable disease 


position that our State enjoys at the present 
time, which, if equalled, is certainly not 
surpassed, by any other country in the world, 
is some indication of the efficacy of the 
service, and one would imagine that in a 
country such as this, whose trade is almost 
exclusively confined to the export of live 
stock and live stuck products, the carrving 
on of which entirely depends on a clean 
bill of health—that those responsible would 
be among the most favoured servants of 
the State. One regretted to find serious dis- 
satisfaction among the staff, due to many 
real grievances, and it was difficult to 
understand why the present Government has 
not removed it. 


RECENT WORK IN WEXFORD. 

The public, Mr. Dolan said, cannot expect 
the best efforts from its servants who are, 
judging by present-day standards, under- 
paid and overworked. 

The veterinary staff during the recent out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease in Wexford, 
which was so effectively and speedily 
eradicated, worked 84 hours a week for 
three months without any monetary recogni- 
tion, while the clerical officers were hand- 
somely rewarded for the extra work that 
they did.

THREATENED LOCK-OUT 
OF 75.000 MEN.

NEW YORK, Monday. 
Over 75,000 workmen in the building 
trades will be thrown out of work if a

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. 
From Our PÓLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
The establishment ot diplomatic rela- 
tions between the Holy See and the Irish 
Free State has been received with gratifi- 
cation in Government circles. It marks 
a further development in the Ministerial 
policy of widening the Free State's 
representation abroad—a policy to which 
the present Executive Council attaches 
much importance. 7 
Since the European War the Vatican 
has come more and more to play an 
important part in international diplo- 
matic affairs, and virtually all the lead- 
ing countries of the world have 
Ambassadors in Rome. 

The establishment of relations between 
the Free State and the Vatican was under 
review by the. Government long since: 


it was one of the matters to which the 


late Mr. Kevin O'Higgins: gave special 
attention, but for a variety of reasons 
the project was not pursued. With the 
recognition of the Vatican as a separate 
State it was thought that the time was 
opportune to appoint a Ministerial repre- 
sentative of the Free State to the Holy 
See. While in Rome durinz his recent 
holiday Mr. McGilligan, Minister for 
External Affairs, entered into conversa- 
tions with. Cardina] Gasparri, as a result 
of which the way is clear for the estab- 
lishment of relations. 

The matter will come before the Dail in 
the form of a supplementary, or revised, 
estimate, and possibly at the same time 
the subject of Free State representation 
at Paris and Berlin will be discussed. 
These latter appointments have been held 
up. it is understood, pending agreement 
as to the exact form that the letter of 
appointment of accredited representatives 
to these countries should take.

In a leading article The Times 
observes : —It is-to be hoped that Sir John 
Simon’s careful statement, at his adoption 
meeting yesterday, will not only put an 
end to further comment on his politica] 
activities, but will guide such activities as 
he, himself, may think desirable during 
the rest of the election campaign. He 
should have an easy task in Spen Valley, 
where a threatened Communist candidate 
can only diminish his Labour opponent’s 
poll. No Conservative is standing against 
him. After the publication of the Prime 
Minister’s letter there was really no other 
course for the local Association—who, to 
do them justice, seem to have been entirely 
innocent throughout of any. anxiety to 
‘contest Mr. Baldwin’s generous inten- 
tion. Here, at all events, it was a wise 
and patriotic motive which determined 
that, so far as the Conservative Party was 
concerned, there should be no unnecessary 
embarrassment of a great Imperial task. 

There was never any bargain about. it, 
and, therefore, it was irrelevant to talk of 
a bargain being broken when Sir John 
Simon plunged almost straight from the 
seclusion of his cabin into the full tide of 
party warfare.

speeches of a kind that is common enough 
in times like these, but is in startling 
contrast with the iudicial attitude de- 
manded by his Indian researches: That 
means a serious risk. that the Commis- 
sion’s report, when it annears, may start 
under an unnecessary handicap.

The compiaint is made that numerous 
Mexicans who had been living for some 
years in the United States have already been 
deported by the United States authorities, 
and a threatened exodus to their native 
land of Mexican workers. who furnish the 
rough labour of the south-western border 
States is alarming the *business and agri- 
cultural interests of that region, and 's 
inducing tem to protest to Washington 
against the drastic enforcement of the new 
immigration laws.

MAYORS SWITCH ON

A further step in the progress of the 
Shannon electricity scheme occurred yes- 
terday, when current from the Piyeon 
House Power Station, Dublin, was made 
available to the cities of Kilkenny and 
Waterford, 

In each city the cerer:ony was per- 
formed by the Mayor, who threw over @ 
switch, thus allowing the current from 
Dublin to flow through the local mains. 

Both ceremonies were attended by lead- 
ing citizens, and at Waterford the under- 
taking was blessed at the outset by the 
Rev. Father Warren, curate of the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, who was assisted by 
the Rev. N. Walsh, a son of the .Mayor. 

In addition to the local Corporation 
representatives, professional] and business 
men, there were present at both func- 
tions :—Messrs. J. J. Murphy, Chairman 
of the Electricity Supply Board; Mr. J. 
O'Farrell, the Board’s engineér ; and Herr 
Mueller Dubrow, managing director of 
Messrs, Siemens Schuckert (Ireland), Ltd.

AN OBJECTION TO LARGE 
FACTORIES. 
At the Kilkenny ceremony Mr. Murphy 


said that in the annals of the city that 
day would go down as the beginning of a 
new era of prosperity for the entire 
country, and for the city of Kilkenny in 
particular, and that the people woul”, 
with pride, explain to their children and 
grand-children, when Kilkenny had 
become a hive of industry, that they were 
present at the opening function of the 
electricity supply.

industries, which. from the point of view 
of the morals. etc., in connection with 
indnstry, was the best form tha\ indus- 
trial revival could take. 


CHEAP CURRENT. 


He understood that there were possi- 
bilities of the development of industry 
in Kilkenny, and that many experiments 
had been undertaken which had not been 
successiul for various reasons, among the 
principal reasons being the lack of cheap 
power. It would be the object of the 
Electricity Supply Board to give to Kil- 
kenny and the other citizens of Saorstat 
Eireann a supply of electricity at the 
cheapest possible rate—in fact, under the 
Act which the Board was worked they 
were debarred from making a profit, so 
that electricity must be distributed at 
cost price. 

There was not in the employment of 
the Electricity Supply Board a single 
foreigner: every man in their employ- 
ment was born in Ireland and he received 
his technical education in Ireland. Many 
of them had travelled to gai. experience 
in other countries, and that experience 
had been of the greatest value to ihe 
country. He did not wish to decry 


forzizners, because the scheme was carried 
through by foreigners, but the distribu- 
tion work would be entirely done by Irish. 
men. 


BIGGER INDUSTRIES WANTED. 


The Mayor, amid applause, then for- 
mally established the connection between 
Kilkenny and the Pigeon House, Dublin, 
and wished the undertaking God-speed. 
He moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Murphy 
for his attendance. 

Alderman De Loughrey, T.D., seconded 
the vote of thanks. He agreed with a 
good deal of what Mr. Murphy had said 
about industrial development, but he 
would like to see that development on 
larger lines than cottage industries. With 
the present system of mass production 
he was afraid they could not hope to 
attain much prominence if they were to 
contine themselves to cottage industries. 
Mr. Murphy, in reply, said that with- 
out co-operation on the part of the 
citizens it would be impossible for thie 
Board to carry on. There were numerous 
industries that could be carried on under 
the cottage scheme. They had hopes 
that every town and village and every 
labourer’s cottage in Ireland would -have 
electric light.

A SERLOUS PROBLEM. 


———— 


Mr. J. A. Maconchy, honorary secretary of 
the Financial Committee of the Representa- 
tive Church Body, addressing a large gather- 
ing at the laying of the foundation-stone ot 
the nave of St. Simon’s Church, Belfast, 
said that the very great increase of Church 

pulation in Belfast, and the consequent 
fack of accommodation, had been te those 
who lived there a very present, great and 
serious problem. But to the great mass of 
the people of the Church of Ireland it had 
been a distant problem; a problem that had 
been brought home to them because in the 
greater part of the South of Ireland their 
churches were almost too large for the popu- 
lation. In Belfast it was the reverse. Steps 
had been taken to bring what was known as 
the Belfast church buildin problem before 
the members of the whole Church, and it was 
less than fifteen months since he had come 
there with delegates and been brought face 
to face with the need for further church 
accommodation. 

To him—he did not know what it had 
been to others—the situation in Belfast had 
been a revelation, and the result of that 
visit had been that on the strength of the 

nanimous report the Representative Body 
had accepted absolutely and completely the 
responsibility which that report had cast 
upon them, 


£50,000 FOR BUILDING, 

Within three months the General Synod of 
the Church of Ireland had adopted far- 
reaching and generous measures which had 
enabled the Belfast church building problem 
to be partially solved. Fifty thousand 
pounds had been placed at the disposal of 
that small committee, to be employed for 
the extension of church buildings in Belfast. 

Hie felt it a very great honour to have 
been asked to lay the foundation-stone of 
St. Simon’s Church, and the more so as 
when visiting Belfast fifteen months ago the 
Parish of St. Simon’s had most forcibly 
appealed to him. That congregation had 
made a gallant fight for thirty-five years. 


BUSINESS VISITORS AT

Mr. Lloyd George, speaking at the National 
Liberal Club yesterday afternoon, said that 
he was look forward to the return of a 
sufficient number of members of the Liberal 
Party to ensure in the first place that there 
should be a Liberal Government. “ In the

At Croydon yesterday the inguest was re- 
suined on Mrs. Violet Emelia Sidney, aged 
69, whose body, with that of her yt 
Miss Vera Sidney, was exhumed on a Home 
Office order. Dr. Ryffel, Home Office 
analyst, has stated that in his opinion death 
was due to acute arsenical poisoning, and 
Herbert William Southgate, Croydon 
pathologist, said he made a 
bacteriological examination of certain organs 
of Mrs. Sidney, having in mind the proba- 
bility of food poisoning. ’ 

Dr. Bronte stated that his findings were 
entirely consistent with acute arsenical 
poisoning. In his opinion Mrs. Sidney had 
taken arsenic. He would say that she must 
have had arsenic from five to seven days 
before her death. He based his opinion on 
the finding of arsenic in the top of the finger 
nails. As the nail grew at the rate of an 
eighth of an inch a week, it would, there- 
fore, have taken between five and seven days 
to reach the part of the nail examined.

NATIONAL BEATEN BY 
BANK OF IRELAND. 


Since its institution the Bankers’ Cup has 
not been won twice by any of the banks, 
but the personnel of the National team— 
winners of the trophy in its first year, at 
Dollymount—for this year’s tournament, at 
the Castle, Rathfarnham, suggested the possi- 
bility of the side repeating that victory, 
although weakened by the absence of E. F.

E mists are clearing away from the 

* political atmosphere, and a better 
view may now be had of the situation. For 
the Government the prospects are quite 
rosy, and Lord Craigavon may look 
forward confidently to a return to power, 
with even an increased majority over all 
the combined sections of the Opposition. 
To have sixteen Unionist members re- 
turned uno was in itself a great 
achievement, and to the official party it 
should be a happy augury of the final 
result. The new Constitutional party has 
faded from the picture, so far as the 
Northern Parliament is concerned; but, 
of course, it may be courageous enough 
to contest the representation at West- 
minster. 

It will be recalled that the Local 
Optionists declared that they would put 
eight candidates in the field if their de- 
mands were not conceded, but only in 
three constituencies has the gauntlet been 
thrown down. Their great rocket has 
} turned out to be nothing more formidable 
than a squib, after all, and it may fizzle 
out. In this column the opinion has been 
expressed that tradition would be a potent 
force in influencing the loyalist electorate, 
and that the beating of the drum would 
gather many waverers under the Unionist 
banner. In the struggle Lord Craigavon’s 
oriflamme has still the magic to attract 
the vast majority of the Northern people 
to his side. 


ELECTORAL ORATORY. 


The election campaign is in full swing 
throughout the province, and speeches are 
being made galore; but they are de- 
pressing in their sameness, and eloquence 
is conspicuous by its absence from most 
of the meetings. Very little interest is 
manifested in these gatherings, with but 
few exceptions. The Minister of Labour 
has come forward once more with his 
history of social services in the North, 
and has made comparisons to the dis- 
advantage of the Free State, a favourite 
recreation of his in this connection, while 
other Ministers are extolling de-rating, 
temperance legislation of the past, and so 
on ad lib. It is admitted, however, that 
without generous financial assistance from 
the British Exchequer, the social services 
would either have to be considerably 
diminished or contributions from the 
workers more than doubled. The element 
of personal interest in a people sometimes 


works wonders. 


On the other hand, the Free State has 
to rely on its own resources and ability to 
overceme difficulties in the working out of 
its salvation, and many people believe 
that in the end that is the better way. 


A DRAMATIC SURPRISE. ° 


The most dramatic surprise of the 
nominations last Saturday was the official 
Unionist opposition to Mr. Joseph Devlin, 
the Nationalist leader, in Central Belfast. 
Referring to the matter yesterday, Mr.

was most indefensible. Probably the 
opposition to Mr. Devlin is something in 
the nature of a forlorn hope, and, of 
course, it may be a tit-for-tat for his 
candidature in County.

TRIBUTE TO BELFAST JEWS. 


A striking tribute was paid the other 
day to the Belfast Jews by the Right Rev. 
Dr. Grierson, Bishop of Down. He said 
that the very mention of the name caused 
their mihds to go back vast distances in 
history and awakened in them very 
wonderful thoughts of the debt that they 
owed to the race. In the Dark and 
Middle Ages, he added, the Jews were 
shamefully treated by the Christian 
Churches. Dealing with the colony in 
Belfast, Dr. Grierson said that there were 
Jews in the city that they were proud to 
call their friends, men of probity and 
outstanding commercial activity, while 
the greatest intellectuals in the world at 
the present time were Jews. The Rabbi 
Shachter takes a lively interest in the 
affairs of Belfast, and it will be recalled 
that last year the Duke of Abercorn 
attended a special Service in the syna- 
gogue, and received a loyal address from 
the congregation.

F ISTER'NG DRAMATIC TALENT, 


The musical festivals in the North are 
drawing to a close after a most interesting 
season, and we are now to have a 
dramatic feis, organised by the Northern 
Drama League, which will be held in 
Belfast duging the week beginning the 20th 
inst. This is an entirely new movement, 
and should prove most attractive both to 
the competitors and to the general public. 
Prizes are offered for original plays, long 
and short, and Mr. St. John Ervine has 
adjudicated on the text of seven of these 
which have been sent in. He finds, how- 
ever, that he cannot be present at the 
performance of the plays, which are to be 
produced in the Empire Theatre, but his 
comments on the new work should be 
valuable. 

The League has secured the services of 
Mr. Lennox Robinson, of the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, as acjudicator of the 
one-act plays, and in the long play section 
the judge will be Mr. Richard Rowley, a 
well-known local author, Whose clever 
sketches have obtained wide publicity. 
The Northern Drama League, which was 
formed severa] years ago, has done much 
to foster good taste in drama, and its 
members have from time to time produced 
high-class plays not usually seen on the 
professional stage. During a recent visit 
to Belfast Mr. Lennox Robinson said that 
Northern playwrights had a priceless asset 
in the Ulster customs and idiom, a 
national heritage, as it were, and there is 
a good deal of curiosity as to the nature 
of the new productions and their authors. 
In stimulating local talent, both in 
writing and in acting, the League has 
accomplished good work. 


CHURCH EXTENSION SCHEME. 


The Church of Ireland population in 
Belfast has increased enormously within 
the past few years, and the problem of 
finding accommodation for growing con- 
gregations has become very acute. The 
question was discussed at the General 
Synod in Dublin on several occasions, 
and finally the Representative Body set 
aside a sum of £50,000 to assist in carry- 
ing out a comprehensive building exten- 
sion scheme in the Northern capital. 
Belfast is enlarging its borders, and, as 
the people are flocking to the outskirts, 
the Church is following them. Temporary 
structures are being replaced by handsome 
buildings, and in several working-clasa 
districts considerable progress has been 
made in structural improvements. In 
this connection an interesting ceremony 
took place in the city last Saturday, when 
Mr. J. A. Maconchy, Hon. Secretary of 
the Finance Committee of the Representa- 
tive Church Body, laid the foundation 
stone of the nave of St. Simon’s Church, 
which has attained to the dignity of a 
parish, after a gallant struggle by the 
congregation, with a curate in charge, for 
about thirty-five years. The building of 
the new church has been rendered possible 
by help from the building fund, and this 
is only one of a series of new buildings 
and extensions in contemplation. 

Mr. Maconchy explained that he had 
made a tour of Belfast some time ago, 
and to him the urgent need for further 
church accommodation was a revelation. 
In the greater part of the South, he said, 
the churches were almost too large for 
their population, but in Belfast it was 
the reverse. No doubt, this was caused to 
a large extent by the migration of people 
from the Free State during the troublous 
period and also by the attractions of city 
life and opportunities to the agricultural! 
community. Curiously enough, the number 
of unemployed in the city almost corre- 


sponds with the increase in population 
within recent times.

INQUEST ON SOLICITOR’S 
APPRENTICE. 


A verdict of “Death from drowning, 
without any evidence as to how the victim 
entered the water,” was returned by a 
Coroner’s jury yesterday, when Dr. Louis 
Byrne, City Coroner, held an inquest on the 

ody of Owen Passau (28), single, a solicitor's 
apprentice, whose y was found in the 
rand Canal, near Harcourt terrace, on last 
Sunday evening. 

From the evidence it appeared that the 
man had some teeth extracted last 
Saturday week. He subsequently went for a 
motor drive with friends, who brought him 
back to his place of residence in Lower Mount 
street. He was last seen by them going up 
the steps to the haildoor. He did not seem 
worried. 

_A maid in the house where the man had 
lived stated that on May 4 he left about 
11.30 a.m., and had not been seen since. 

John Dempsey, Lower Mercer street, 
Dublin, deposed to seeing what he thought 
was the upper portion of a man's head in the 
canal at Harcourt terrace, He notified the 
Guards and saw the body removed from the 
water. 

Guard John Taylor, in reply to the Coroner, 
stated that there was no protection at the 
place where the body was found. At night it 
was dark vn accoant of the trees on the bank. 

In regard to this, the Coroner pointed out 
that it was possible for a person to slip into 
the water on account of the absence of any 
protection. Dr. Oswald Murphy had found 
that death was due to asphyxia caused by 
immersion in the Grand Canal, and suggested 
that they should return a verdict accordingly, 
adding that they had no evidence tc show 
how the man got into the water.
